This application is a CIP of 10/1 19,129 04/09/2002 ABN which claims benefit of 60/284,381 04/17/2001 
and claims benefit of 60/326,952 10/04/2001 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a pharmaceutical capsule shell, classified in class 
424, subclass 456 for example. 

II. Claims 1 9-33, drawn to pharmaceutical dosage form, classified in class 
514, subclass 558 for example. 

Inventions I and II are directed to related pharmaceutical products. The related 
inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are 
mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the 
inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially 
different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the 
instant case, the pharmaceutical capsule shells are a distinct product from the fill 
dosage. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: the capsule shells can have other pharmaceutical fill dosage forms other than 
the instant claims of cyclooxygenase-2 drugs, like celecoxib, for example. In the instant 
claims, cyclooxygenase-2 drugs are also fill dosage forms for alternate type of 
pharmaceutical capsule shells made of other types of polymers, other than gelatin. 
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The search for all inventions would place an undue burden on the Office in view 
of the diversity of the art. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the 
reasons given above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 
808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement 
was not made because the above restriction/election requirement is complex. See 
M.P.E.P. Sec 812.01. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
